States Forest Service received a blow 
yesterday when the acting Secretary 
ut' the Interior, Frank Pierce, noti- 
fied Secretary Wilson of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that the coop- 
erative 
arrangement between 
the 


two departments under 
which 
the 


forest service has been 
administer- 


ing the forests on Indian reservations 
is illegal and will be broken off. This 
cooperative plan was 
entered 
'into 


during the last administration at the 
suggestion of Gifford Pint-hot, fores- 
•ter, who advised that the forests on 
the Indian reservations 
should 
re- 


ceive the same care given to the for- 
ests on the public domain. The plan 
has been In operation several years 
and has worked well. 
When it was 


adopted the forests on 
the - Indian 


reservations were receiving -little at- 
.tcntlon from the government. 
The 


Indians themselves were not 
inter- 


ested in conserving the 
supply of 


timber, and outsiders were, it is al- 
leged, continually preying 
on 
the- 


forests. 
Under the direction of Mr. 


1'lnchot, rangers were put on the In- 
dian reserves and the forests got tho 
Identical attention given the forests 
of the public domain.

Vegetables..

rpHB successful canning of vegetables depends largely upon their 


freshnc&s. If you aro forced to depend upon the markets, try to 


get them when lirst received. If you can secure vegetables fresh from 
your own gardens or the country, so much the better. Before begin- 
ning canning bo sure that your cans are absolutely clean, that the 
tops fit perfectly, and that the can rubbers are new. 


More canned fruit and vegetables are lost through a mistaken 


idea of economy in trying to use old rubbers than in any other way. 


Now, 
having fresh vegetables, and scientifically clean cans, wash the 


asparagus, trim if of the large variety, to' equal'lengths, and pack 
neatly, heads .up. The straight-sided jars are better, for this purpose'. 


Having filled the jars full, hold under the cold water faucet and 


let tho water run In with force until the vegetables are covered and 
no air bubbles show. If there are doubts about the jvater being pure, 
you had better boll it, then cool before using. ' In this case pour into 
jars froin a pitcher, filling full. 


Now adjust the tops without the rubbers and stand In a wash boil- 


er or large kettle, protecting them, from the bottom by a rack and 
from each other by a coll of clothesline or hny. 


Now fill the boiler or kettle with cold water and set over the 


fire. 
The water should reach about half way up .the cans. 
Bring 


quickly to the boiling point, cover the boiler and cook steadily an 
hour and a half from the time the water in the boiler commences to 
boil.

Then scald the can rubbers, lift out the cans, one by one, put on 


the rubbers and quickly screw down the lid and stand back in the 
boiler. 
Cook fifteen minutes longer. ^Asparagus and string beans 


are more easily preserved than peas, which contain sugar and are 
likely to ferment. String beans may be canned In the same way as 
asparagus, either cutting them in pieces as for the table, or stringing 
and cooking whole.

Remarkable Wcapons'That Were Used 


by the Turks and Chinese. 


At the siege of Rhodes the; Turks 


constructed mortars by hollowing; out 
cavities in the solid rock at the proper 
angle, and in the arsenal at Malta is n 
rophy of the long and glorious defense 
of Vnletta in a Turkish gun. ubout a 
six pounder, composed of a copper tiibu 
coi.led over with strong rope and "jack- 


led" with rawhide. In the same col- 
eetlon are some antique "quick fleers," 
breechloaders, with small bores and 
umieusely long barrels, like punt guns. 
The Malay pirates put great trust in 
he long brass, swivel ,guns called 
'lela," and in Borneo these lelas were 
used as a klntl of currency, large sums 
being estimated in guns. 


The Chinese cast excellent bronco 


guns (there Is a line specimen of them 
in Devouport dockyard), but so. little 
did they understand gunnery that In 
the so called "opium war" the forts of 
the Bocca. Tigris, defending the Can- 
ton river, had the guns built immova- 
bly into the walls. The Sikh gunners 
opposed to England in the two Punjab 
wars, though they loaded with amaz- 
ing recklessness, shoveling In the pow- 
der from open boxes, stuck to their 
guns to the last. The blood of the first 
man killed was smeared on the gun, 
and the whole detachment died beside
